It is 
in the shape of alcohol an d farm ers 
in Iowa will before m an y m o n ths rec­ 
ogn ize food for a d istillery in every 
field of corn .

J. R. Sage, of the Iowa crop 
b urea u is w atch in g w ith m uch in te r­ 
est ex perim en ts th a t are bein g m ad e 
Ames tow ard ex tractin g alcohol 
from corn cobs an d sta lks as well. 
M oreover, ca n n in g factories 
which 
have foun d it d ifficult to d ispose of 
cobs are som ew hat m ore th an m ild ly 
in terested . 


T he tests th a t have been m ad e 
show th a t th e re a re eleven gallon s of 
alcohol in a ton of green cobs. T h ere 
a re six gallon s of alcohol in a ton of 
stalks. E leven gallon s from a ton of 
cobs m ean s $ 2.40 from a load of a r ­ 
ticles form erly con sid ered a n uisan cs. 
This is figurin g “ alcitis” a t 20 cen ts 
a gallon , which is very con servative. 
It is estim ated that 
600 pounds of 
corn can be secured from a ton 
« f 
green corn in the rough and 
7 5 0 
pounds of cobs from the sam e load. 
T he husks on the corn m ake up the 
rem ainder. 


The ex traction is sim ple. A grind­ 
ing m achine reduces the cobs to pulp 
in short order. The pulp is mix ed 
w ith w ater to the proper consistency 
and a steam pipe soon brings the m ix ­ 
ture to the proper boiling point. A 
short boil, a piece of y east and tim e 
to ferm ent. The deed is done, and in 
place of practically a w aste product, 
th e re blossom s fo rth gallons of m ar­ 
ketab le prod uct.
